UNDP ASSISTANT ADMINISTRATOR FOR AFRICA, DOO KINGUE, TOLD MISOFF 
NO NEW DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES HAVE BEEN INITIATED IN ANGOLA SINCE 
A $3 MILLION INDICATIVE PLANNING FIGURE WAS PROVIDED IN JUNE, 

1975, BECAUSE OF THE UNDERSTANDING REACHED EARLIER THAT ALL 
NEW UNDP-FINANCED DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS IN ANGOLA MUST BE APPROVED 
IN WRITING BY ALL THREE CONCERNED PARTIES. HE LOOKS ON THE 
REGULAR PROGRAM AS HAVING BEEN "DE FACTO FROZEN” SINCE JULY. 

THE PRESENT RESIDENT REPRESENTATIVE TO ANGOLA (BALCAZAR, A 
BOLIVIAN) WAS ACCEPTED BY ALL PARTIES IN MAY, OPENED THE UNDP 
OFFICE IN LUANDA IN JUNE, BUT SINCE OCTOBER HAS BEEN IN LISBON 
ASSISTING ANGOLAN REFUGEES IN PORTUGAL AND HAS INSTRUCTIONS 
TO REMAIN THERE "FOR THE FORESEEABLE FUTURE." DOO KINGUE SAID 
UNDP MIGHT BE PREPARED, RELUCTANTLY, TO INVOLVE ITSELF WITH 
NEW HUMANITARIAN PROJECTS IN ANGOLA BUT ONLY IF IT 
IF REQUESTED TO DO SO BY THE OAU. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 26)

UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL - 

AT PRELIMINARY MEETING OF THE UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL JANUARY 7, 
MAJOR CHANGES IN THE ORGANIZATION OF WORK OF THE 2 1ST SESSION 
WERE AGREED UPON. AS A RESULT, THE COMMITTEE ON TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WILL HOLD ITS FIRST 
MEETING JANUARY 15 INSTEAD OF JANUARY 12, AND THE PLENARY 
WILL COMMENCE ITS SUBSTANTIVE WORK JANUARY 15 WITH ITEM 8 
(ASSISTANCE TO DROUGHT STRICKEN AREAS OF AFRICA AND ADJACENT 
AREAS) INSTEAD OF ITEM 17 (FINANCIAL RESOURCES AND RELATED PROGRAM 
MATTERS). THEREAFTER, THE PLENARY WILL TAKE UP ITEM 1 1 (UN 
REVOLVING FUND FOR NATURAL RESOURCES EXPLORATION) AND ITEM 10 
(UN FUND FOR POPULATION ACTIVITIES) BEFORE TURNING ITS 
ATTENTION TO ITEMS 17 AND 5 (PROGRAM RESOURCES AND INDICATIVE 
PLANNING FIGURES FOR 1977-81 ). THE CUBAN DELEGATE DID NOT 
SPEAK NOR WAS THE CUBAN PRESIDENCY OF THE GOVERNING 
COUNCIL FOR 1976 MENTIONED BY EITHER THE SECRETARIAT OR ANY OTHER 
SPEAKER. (OURTEL 36) 

UN SECRETARY GENERAL'S POSITION ON ANGOLA - 
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AT JANUARY 6 PRESS BRIEFING, UN SPOKESMAN REITERATED UN 
SECRETARY GENERAL'S THREE GOALS IN ANGOLA: 1) A CEASE- 
FIRE, 2) NATIONAL RECONCILIATION, AND 3) FORMATION OF A 
GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL UNITY. SPOKESMAN NOTED THAT THE SYG 
APPEALED TO THE THREE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS NOVEMBER 10 TO TAKE 
URGENT STEPS TO ACCOMPLISH THESE GOALS AND HAD RECOGNIZED 
OAU EFFORTS TO BRING THEM ABOUT. WALDHEIM OPPOSED ANY FURTHER 
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INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA, HE SAID, EXPLAINING, IN REPLY TO A QUES- 
TION, THAT THE SYG CONSIDERED THE TERM "FOREIGN INTERVENTION" 

TO COVER ANY INTERVENTION AND WAS NOT LIMITED TO MILITARY 
ACTIVITY OR ARMS SHIPMENT. SPOKESMAN SAID ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
GENERAL FARAH WILL BE THE SYG'S SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE AT 
THE OAU MEETING ON ANGOLA. (OURTEL 40)
